provides that by giving at least thirty 
days' notice by publication in a. news- 
paper in every section affected, the 
order may be granted and become 
effective, 


There is little doubt that the best

But, whether it does or 
not, it to doubtless the duty of the 
commission to issue the order. The 
commission is in better position to 
know conditions than single individu-

ar Time Sweeteners 


IVIERICA has several excellent war time, s v?eet- 
eners that "will be used largely daring the 
shortage in the sugar supply. 
They are maple sugar, syrups, honey and 
molasses and may be used in preparing des- 
serts and other dishes requiring sweetening. 
When a cup of syrup or honey is used 
to replace a cup of sugar the liquid _in the 
recipes should be decreased one-fourth. 
One^third of a cupful of sugar is equivalent 
to one-third of a cup of honey, about one- 


half cap of syrup and about one-half cup of corn sugar. 
One-fourth of a cup of sugar is equal to about one-half 
cup of syrup or one-third cup of corn sugar. One table- 
spoon of sugar is equal to one tablespoon of honey, about 
one and one-half tablespoons of syrup and one and one- 
third tablespoons of corn sugar. 
Sugar may be saved by the use of raisins, dates, figs, 
dried pears and fruit pastes used on the breakfast cereals. 
Fruit marmalades, batters and jellies should be used 
to take the place of the ordinary sweetening at a meal and 
sot as accessories to it. Fruits may be preserved -without 
sugar. It may be added when sugar is more plentiful. 
Preserving demands this year a thin syrup instead of a 


heavy syrup. 
If sugar is used one-half of the amount may he replaced 


bv another sweetener. 
Drving is a means of preserving (-without sugar) ap- 
ples, cherries, strawberries and black caps. 
When ready to use they may have added the needed 
sygar in the forna of a syrup. When sugar is more plentiful 
fruit iuices may be made into jellies or may be used as 
fruit juices with or without sugar, as beverages, fruit 
gelatins and frozen desserts. 
Fresh fruits supply the place of sugar in the diet. They 


should be used freely. Desserts where sugar is scarce 
mav be made of gelatins, junkets, custards, puddings and 
cakes.

The same tactics marked the first 


use of French cavalry in the battle of 
Picardv, when the French took over 
55 miles of front from the British 
to permit the latter to mass reserves 
at seriously threatened points of the 
line farther north. 


Cavalry Fight* "Afoot. 


A French cavalry corp-j complete 


with light artillery, armored cars and 
cyclists arrived first on the scene in 
Picardv and relieved the British. They 
fought" it out afoot until the heavy 
French infantry arrived and took over 
the task. 
Three days later the Korsemen were 


on the move egaini this time hurrylnsr 
to the front, where the enemy was 
hitting hard at the Lys line. The cav- 
alry rode hard as the' advance guard 
of the French infantry columns march- 
ed toward St. Omar. Ia the first 
24 hours, despite the long strain 
of fightins ia Picardy, they covered 
SO miles without losing a man or a 
! horse on the way. In G6 hours they 
had transferred their whole corps over 
1125 miles and arrived east of Mont \ 
\ CasseL 
•It was a -wonderful, sight," -writes 


the chief of staS of a division. '•The 
horses were in. fine condition; the men 
were cheerful and went singing, in spite 
of the smferings and privations they 
had to endure. 


"In truth, onr boys looked a little 


tired, but they were all very proucl 
that such an eSort had been asked 
of them and all were Dearisg it cheer- 
fully."

The cavalry-corps stood In support 


of the British for ten days in April 
after the enemy had forced the line 
held by the Portuguese division.

maintained communication between 
two British armies end organized the 
gnrend from Mont Cassel to STont 
Kemmel, while the French army 
moved up behind it 
As the French 


infantry came into line the cavalry was 
drawn oS to

the horsemen, fighting afoot with two 
infantry divisions, withstood the ter- 
rific assanlts of the Germans who 
sought to hammer a way through be-

Thev stood steady bombardment for 


days, and when the infantry was hem- 
med ia ca top of ilont Kemnsel, 
the cavalry drove forward in counter- 
attack and held off tha shock divisions 
of the enemy while the French gun- 
ners got their pieces away.
